bis acts are the result of bis own de- 
pravity.

the demonetization 
of silver 
has 


effected the wheat market in .England, 
to the detriment of American pro- 
ducers, by the Indian cereal taking the 
place of ours in the home realm of her 
British Majesty. Oar home-made argu- 
ments have proven unsuccessful, prob- 
ably because of the inability of the 
writer to present the cage with suffi- 
cient force and clearness to penetrate 
the brain covering of our esteemed 
brother around the corner. We there- 
fore present the following from the 
New Age, published at Augusta, Maine, 
the native State of Bro. Bragg, hoping 
that a voice from home will prove more 
effective and will convince him of the 
error of bis gold-bug ways: 


It has been repeatedly shown that in 


1873 an ounce of silver would buy a 
bushel of wheat in India and lay it 
down in the English market. It will 
do the same thing to day. 
Briefly 


stated, it may be said that all produc- 
ers of wheat receive in the English 
market the equivalent of an ounce of 
silver for a bushel. Therefore the East 
Indian or the Bassian gets substan- 
tially the same price as be has been 
receiving for many decades. He gets 
it in silver, but that silver will pay as 
much debt or taxes and buy as much 
of other things except gold as it ever 
would. As a rule he buys no gold, and 
therefore he suffers no loss. 


The American, on the other hand 


in converting his silver into money on 
the gold basis or receiving the gold 
equivalent for an ounce of silver, 
which is the same thing, loses more 
than onehalf. In other words, he has 
suffered all the loss which came from 
the general fall in prices, while at the 
same time he has sustained a special 
loss from the competition of those who 
produced on a silver basis. This whole 
matter has been repeatedly explained. 
It oan be found in many speeches 
made in Congress and elsewhers. The 
writer of this article adverted to it in 
1891 in a report made by him as a 
member of the coinage committee of 
the House of Representatives, and in- 
deed it pervades tha entire discuseion.

The Smnll Salary the Cause of the 


polntment ufa Non-Kesidciit. 


Governor Sadler in * communica- 
ion to the Goluonda News, in answer 
o an article in that paper in relation 
0 an appointment ot a non-resident 
if Nevada as Land Agent for the State 
t Washington, says in part: 
"Yon are doubtless aware that the 
.legislature at it« last session reduced 
be appropriation for salary of the 
jand Agent from $750 per annum to 
260 per annum. I know of no Nevad- 
n who can afford to spend bis time at 
Washington attending to the land bus- 
ness of Nevada for such a small 
alary. You occupied the position of 
jand Agent for Nevada at the Nation- 
1 Capitol for several years and re- 
eived for your services 
$760 per 


nnnm, which, according to yonr own 
dmissions, was not sufficient to board 
nd lodge yon comfortably. I know of 
o graduate of the State University, 
r oven of a grammar school, who de- 
Ires to go to Washington to attend to 
tate land matters for $250 a, year. If 
on could not live on $750 a year as 
jand Agent, how could you expect a 
radnate of the University or any one 
Ise to go to Washington and act for 
tie State for one-third of the amount 
'hioh you received?" 
The reason given is a good one, and 
lie Governor was entirely justifiable 
n appointing a non-resident, as cer- 
ainly no person however economical, 
onld live on the salary named unless 
ngaged in some other employment 
rhioh -would increase his income to a 
,ving rate. Presumably the Governor 
id not know at the time that there 
'as any Nevadan in Washington to 
rhom the place would be acceptable. 
'be News, however, calls bis attention 
o the fact that "there are now in 
Washington four Nevada boys capable 
nd willing to earn that $250 a year, 
namely, Chas. L. Enox, C. A. Nor- 
ross, Martin Ward and D. V. Jones 
11 of Beno, all Nevada born and 
aised, all of whom are able to do the 
work and all of whom are pursuing 
duoational work." 
With such information the Gov- 
rnor doubtless will rescind his action,
